The National Science Foundation funds research and education in most fields of
science and engineering. It does this through grants, and cooperative agreements to
more than 2,000 colleges, universities, K-12 school systems, businesses, informal
science organizations and other research organizations throughout the United States.
The Foundation accounts for about one-fourth of federal support to academic
institutions for basic research.

Three-Phase Program
The SBIR Program is structured in three phases:

Phase I. The objective of Phase I is to establish the technical merit, feasibility, and
commercial potential of the proposed R/R&D efforts and to determine the quality of
performance of the small business awardee organization prior to providing further
Federal support in Phase 1. SBIR Phase | awards normally do not exceed $150,000
total costs for 6 months.

Phase I1. The objective of Phase Il is to continue the R/R&D efforts initiated in Phase |.
Funding is based on the results achieved in Phase | and the scientific and technical
merit and commercial potential of the project proposed in Phase I1. Only Phase |
awardees are eligible for a Phase Il award. SBIR Phase Il awards normally do not
exceed $1,000,000 total costs for 2 years.

Phase I1l. The objective of Phase 111, where appropriate, is for the small business to
pursue commercialization objectives resulting from the Phase I/ll R/R&D activities.
The SBIR program does not fund Phase 11l. Some Federal agencies, Phase 111 may
involve follow-on non-SBIR funded R&D or production contracts for products,
processes or services intended for use by the U.S. Government
